THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT’S FINANCIAL RESPONSE ТО THE CORON- 
AVIRUS PROVES THAT “DEBT AND DEFICIT” WAS ALWAYS AN EXCUSE. 


F or years politicians, pundits and the media told 
us America was broke. We can't ensure health- 
саге to every American as a right, not a privilege. Too 
expensive! Who do you think we are—every other 
civilized nation on Earth? 

Endless money for wars all over the planet? No 
problem. A trillion here, a trillion there to keep Amer- 
ica safe. We gotcha covered, Raytheon! But a few bil- 
lion to make sure kids don’t go to bed hungry? Sorry. 
Tell your mom and dad to get a third job. Raise the 
minimum wage? Increase Social Security stipends to 
keep up with inflation? Where do you think we live? 
Canada? We've got to cut Medicare and Medicaid just 
to make sure the programs survive. Don’t get sick! 

“Fiscal conservatism,” we've been told, means 
the nation should run like a business or a household. 
We can’t spend more than we take in! Well, okay, a 
trillion and a half in tax cuts to the wealthy, who don’t 
need the money at all—but that's it! 

Funding for schools so teachers don’t have to use 
their own money to buy supplies for students? Forget 
it! To house the homeless? We're not “socialists”! 
Money to repair crumbling roads, dangerous bridges 
and aging dams? (Sorry, Michigan. Уай should have 
Cut funding to firefighters or cops or nurses to fix those 
two dams before they collapsed in May 2020. That'll 
teach you to elect fiscally irresponsible Democrats!) 

What's that you say? Businesses don’t wait to 
spend money before they earn it? They borrow 
money and issue debt bonds to help them make 
money? Families don’t purchase homes and cars 
with cash? They take out mortgages and auto loans 
to pay for them? Please don’t notice that. 

Then came the coronavirus pandemic, and 
everything crashed—especially Wall Street. 

The impossible became possible. Congress ap- 
proved a $2 trillion emergency bill—the largest eco- 
nomic stimulus package in U.S. history and larger than 
the federal government's entire annual discretionary 
budget. The Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic 
Security (CARES) Act passed almost unanimously in 
record time. The President eagerly signed it the very 
next day. We had the money after all. We always did. 

“Congress will always find the funds to accomplish 
things it considers a priority,” economist Stephanie 
Kelton told me. “If that’s tax cuts, then that’s the pri- 
ority, and the money will be there. If it’s wars, that’s 
the priority. If it's dealing with a global pandemic, then 
that suddenly becomes a priority.” 

Until COVID-19 hit, Democrats were mired in Pres- 
idential debates about whether or not we could afford 
Medicare for All (every American getting healthcare as 
a right) or a Green New Deal (a job for anybody who 
wants one while saving humanity at the same time). 

After the passage of CARES, Representative 


Alexandria Ocasio-Cortez (D-New York), cosponsor 
of the Green New Deal, said, “All of these issues have 
never been about ‘How are you going to pay for it?’ 
... All of these excuses that we have been given as 
to why we cannot treat people humanely have sud- 
denly gone up in smoke. What has been revealed is 
that all of these issues were really about a lack of 
political will and who you deemed worthy to be in an 
emergency or not.” 

Kelton, a former chief economist for the U.S. Sen- 
ate Budget Committee, echoed Ocasio-Cortez: “Now 
that everyone is threatened, we are choosing to act 
in ways we always could have.” Thanks to COVID-19, 
the House and Senate were able to “conjure into ex- 
istence, in a matter of days, a couple of trillion dollars. 
Trillions and trillions will follow. So | hope we're going 
to learn some important lessons out of all of this." 

Kelton was right. CARES authorized the Federal 
Reserve to conjure another $4.5 trillion to bail out 
huge corporations with no strings attached. While some 
CARES funding went to one-time checks of $1,200 for 
eligible individuals and an extension of unemployment 
benefits, most went to Wall Street. The Institute for Pol- 
icy Studies noted that between mid-March and early 
June 2020—as more than 100,000 died from COVID- 
19 and 42.6 million lost their jobs—U.S billionaires 
increased their wealth by а staggering $565 billion. 

That, Kelton suggested, is due to a few computer 
bookkeeping tricks by the Fed: money from nothing. 

Her insanely well-timed new book, The Deficit 
Myth: Modern Monetary Theory and the Birth of the

People’s Economy, lays it out. We must “disabuse 
people of these myths that ‘government has got to 
getits fiscal house in order’” like a household budget. 
“Uncle Sam is the currency issuer, and all the rest of 
us—households, private businesses, state and local 
governments—we are merely users of the currency. 
We use the dollar; they issue the dollar. The federal 
government's finances don't work like ours. They're 
not subject to the same constraints. Once you get 
your head around that, a lot of other things follow." 

One of those things, financial journalist David 
Dayen told me, is that Congress and the Fed can 
wave their magic wands and create wealth wherever 
they want to: "When you defer to the Fed as your 
main policymaking engine," it decides who gets the 
money. "Because the Fed deals with banks and large 
corporations, that's who is going to get the relief, not 
the average person on the street." 

Dayen added, "The problem is not that large com- 
panies got a bailout from something that wasn't of 
their own making— the coronavirus crisis. The problem 
is that there's one system for elite investors and large 
corporations and one system for everybody else." 

When we are able to look forward again, keep 
that in mind. Despite what you are told, there's mon- 
ву for whatever we want. We just have to want it 
enough to throw out politicians who pretend other- 
wise. The United States, the richest country on Earth, 
has plenty to spend to make our lives better. It just 
has to want to. But you're gonna have to make that 
happen. Your next chance is in November. [3]

ibertarians аге а strange lot. If you were to bio- 

engineer a hybrid creature, half elephant and 

half donkey, that would be the perfect mascot 
for a true libertarian: about half conservative and 
half liberal. You might find yourself agreeing 
with them on a lot of things, but then they 
do something absolutely batshit crazy. 

The country's leading libertarian voice 一 
now that his father, Ron Paul, has retired 
from Congress—is Rand Paul, the junior senator from 
Kentucky. He is officially a member of the Republican 
Party, meaning he leans more right than left on the 
libertarian scale. But ever since the Orange Dumbass 
has been misleading the country, Paul has been doing 
more of the batshit-crazy act. 

Like throwing the brakes on a new federal law 
that would make lynching a hate crime. He 
says Iynching should be "universally 
condemned," but objects to language 
that is too broad, he says, allowing 
"altercations resulting in a cut, abra- 
sion, bruise or any other injury no 
matter how temporary to be subject to a ten-year 
penalty." Well, maybe these objections are sincere, but 
considering that an estimated 4,000 African-Ameri- 
cans were lynched from 1877 through 1950, and that 
Congress has failed to pass anti-lynching laws 200 
times since 1882—usually with some "minor objec- 
tion" as the pretext—and that the country has been 
rocked by massive protests over the murder of George 
Floyd and others by police...maybe these quibbles are 
not very timely or important, to say the least. 

In 2010 Paul gave an interview with the editorial 
board of The Courier-Journal voicing opposition to 
parts of the landmark 1964 Civil Rights Act that he 
thought were too overreaching and impeded the rights 
of private business owners—like racist restaurants 
that refused service to black people. No, it was up to 
local communities to stop this kind of discrimination, 
not the federal government, said Paul. Right. Deep in 
the heart of Dixie, some small redneck town is going 
to pass its own municipal Civil Rights Act protecting 
the rights of minorities to go to movie theaters, gro- 
cery stores, nightclubs and any other private venue 
they choose? In the heart of lynching country? Not 
damn likely, Rand. He says boycotts are the tool to 
use. Unfortunately, boycotts did not end this kind of 
vile discrimination, not even long after the Emancipa- 
tion Act and Civil War—it was only the federal govern- 
ment that finally ended legalized apartheid in America. 

This is a favorite gambit for Republicans who can’t 
oppose popular and morally justifiable legislation 
without getting egg all over their faces. Yes, /'m really 
all for the Save Bald Eagles From Extinction Act, but 
the sentence on page 124 is just a little too ambigu- 
ous, infringing on our sacred private property rights!. 
So I must vote no! So if a ranch owner doesn’t like a 
bald eagle nesting in his trees, he should be free to 
blast the bird to smithereens! 

Paul did this in 2015 with a bill to reform the NSA 
and curtail its surveillance on American citizens, op- 
posing it even though he had been a strong critic of

these unconstitutional programs. Why? Because it 
also reauthorized Section 215 of the PATRIOT Act that 
passed after 9/11. Civil liberty organizations slammed 
him for derailing a good, but imperfect bill. This is 
Paul's tiresome shtick: It must be a flawless, perfectly 
worded bill or no bill at all! 

Although he professes to support LGBTQ rights, he 
thinks states should be free to outlaw gay marriage. 
He recognizes that climate change is not a hoax, even 
voting in 2015 for an amendment in a bill on the Key- 
stone XL Pipeline stating human activity contributes 
to climate change, but then he was dead set against 
Obama's regulations cutting CO2 emissions. So what 
good is recognizing the validity of a problem if you're 
going to sabotage the single most important policy for 
fixing it? It's pure PR bullshit, enabling him to claim he's 
nota total ignoramus who disrespects science, like so 
many of his backward colleagues. When Kentucky's 
famed bluegrass goes up in flames due to devastat- 
ing droughts wrought by man-made climate change, 
Paul might finally support federal efforts to do some- 
thing, but by then it will be way, way too late. 

Paul also supports voter ID laws, another hammer 
in the GOP toolbox of voter suppression, but confesses 
that he has “mixed feelings." He signed the infamous 
letter by Republicans warning Iran that the nuclear 
deal arranged by Obama could be reversed by a future 
President—like Trump, who did exactly that—while 
saying he was actually “а big fan of the diplomatic op- 
tion." Once again, he says he's all for it, but there's 
always some tiny speck in the ointment that forces 
him to reject the whole damn thing. With this kind of 
impossible perfectionism in a democracy, where com- 
promise between opposing camps is necessary, no 
legislation would ever be passed. 

Since Trump hijacked his party, Rand has ditched

many of his high-flying principles and jumped on the 
neo-fascist bandwagon. He once recognized Trump 
for the incompetent idiot he is during the 2016 cam- 
paign, calling him “а delusional narcissist and an 
orange-faced windbag." Now he plays golf with 
him regularly and increasingly backs Trump's poli- 
cies that buck his own libertarian 
principles. He initially opposed the 
confirmation of Brett Kavanaugh to the 
Supreme Court because of Kavanaugh's 
decision in Klayman v. Obama supporting 
the NSA's outrages, but then flip- 
flopped after meeting with Kavanaugh, 
announcing he would support him based 
on the "totality of [his] views character 
and opinions." He said he would vote 
against Trump's tax bill that has swollen the 
national debt fatter than Trump's butt (Rand used to 
be a deficit hawk), but then ulti- 
mately flip-flopped to vote for it. 
As a strict noninterventionist, he 
initially opposed the super war hawk Mike Pompeo as 
a secretary of state, but then flipped to vote for him.

He has become a staunch pro-life, antiabortion ad- 
vocate, even though this contradicts his libertarian 
creed that the government has no business regulating 
property rights—and really what "property" is more 
sacred and essential than a woman's own body? No, 
the government can't stop racist restaurant owners 
from discriminating against minorities, but it's fine for 
the government to meddle in a woman's reproductive 
decisions. What fucking hypocrisy! 

One commentator on Reason magazine's website 
(the leading libertarian journal), expressed it best: "Eff 
Rand. He's pissed us off so many times, and then we 
forgave him, because he said the right things some 
time later. Let's face it, Rand is our alcoholic domestic 
abuser boyfriend." 

Back in March 
Paul got tested for COVID-19 after being exposed. The 
results eventually came back positive, but before that 
he continued showing up at the Senate, going to 
luncheons, riding the Capitol elevators and working 
out in the Senate gym, potentially spreading the virus 
everywhere, particularly stupid for a trained physician 
(he's an ophthalmologist).

recent study by the American Civil Liberties Union 

found that over 3,200 people in this country are serv- 
ing life terms without parole for nonviolent crimes. The vast 
majority of them have been locked up for victimless, drug- 
related offenses—and most of the prisoners are African- 
American. 

This trend of gross injustice results from the failed policy 
of mandatory-minimum sentencing combined with glaringly 
obvious institutional racism. Even the judges involved in many 
of these cases are raising loud objections to the sentences 
that federal and state law force them to impose. 

Whatever happened to “let the punishment fit the crime”? 
Mandatory-minimum sentencing and three-strikes laws are 
a travesty of justice and a violation of our national principles. 

The Eighth Amendment to the United States Constitution 
Clearly states, “Excessive bail shall not be required, nor ex- 
cessive fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishments 
inflicted.” Grossly disproportionate sentencing is obviously 
cruel. Unfortunately, it is no longer unusual. 


Nobody should be condemned to die in prison for selling 
weed, shoplifting a jacket or trying to cash a stolen check. 
Not only is it wrong and un-American; it destroys families 
and wastes billions of taxpayer dollars. 

I call upon Congress to repeal mandatory-minimum sentenc- 
ing laws and upon President Obama to use his power of par- 
don to review the excessive sentences of nonviolent criminals. 
Let us restore civility and basic humanity to our justice system.

There's this thing you said that's stuck in my brain, how "porn 
found you." | hate to make you tell the story again, but please 
tell the story again.

or the last 75 years, a stifling taboo almost smothered socialism in 
the U.S. Most employers, both major political parties, mainstream 
media, schools and academics at all levels, and federal, state, and 
local government bureaucracies combined to impose and enforce 
that taboo. Such warlike coordination far exceeded anything so far done 
to protect us from the corona pandemic. Indeed, enforcers of the taboo 
against socialism justified their activities as key parts of the Cold War. 

Socialism had been an accepted part of U.S. national politics for 
many decades before 1945. Socialist Party head (and U.S. Presidential 
candidate) Eugene Victor Debs was nationally well-known. Socialist 
Party candidates won seats in many state legislatures, in Congress 
and as mayors and city council members. Socialists inside the Demo- 
cratic Party did so too. During the 1930s’ Great Depression, millions 
joined unions and political parties organized by openly socialist leaders. 

Socialism had also deeply influenced countless cultural figures, 
ranging from Jack London to Emma Goldman, Helen Keller, Richard 
Wright, Charlie Chaplin and many others. The Pledge of Allegiance was 
written by Francis J. Bellamy, a devout Baptist, son of a Baptist minister 
and also a proud Christian socialist. 

During the Great Depression a coalition had formed, including major 
industrial unions (gathered in the Congress of Industrial Organizations), 
two socialist political parties and the Communist Party (CPUSA). That 
New Deal coalition proved popular and powerful politically. It persuaded 
and enabled then President Franklin D. Roosevelt (FDR) to pass laws 
that established the Social Security Administration, federal unemploy- 
ment assistance, a minimum wage and a program of millions of new 
federal jobs. Those laws not only aided the mass of middle- and lower- 
income people; they were funded in large part by new taxes levied on 
corporations and the rich. Such laws and taxes had been staples of 
many traditional socialist programs. 

Those programs and taxes won FDR reelection three times and also 
promoted a broad national popularity for socialism and unionism. 
Unions, both socialist parties and the CPUSA achieved record mem- 
bership gains. However, all that mass activity on the Left raised alarms 
among corporations and the rich. They saw threats to their traditional 
social dominance and control in the U.S. Mounting fears of social 
change intensified their anger at being taxed more. 

A mammoth pushback against the New Deal immediately followed 
FDR's death and the end of World War II. Because the New Deal was 
so popular, the pushback did not admit its aims. Pushback leaders— 
corporate executives, right-wing politicians (in both major parties) and 
conservative social organizations—chose another target to camou- 
flage their main goal of undoing the New Deal. The target they chose 
was the New Deal coalition's weakest link, the CPUSA. Very quickly 
and systematically the enemies of the New Deal attacked and “ге- 
branded" the CPUSA. From a leading militant within the New Deal coali- 
tion, its new identity became agent of the USSR. The USSR was 
likewise rebranded "the great enemy," rather than the "great ally of 
the U.S. in World War 1'5 fight against fascism.” Communism and so- 
cialism became the greatest imaginable social evils. 

The government arrested and deported CPUSA leaders and ha- 
rassed CPUSA members and associates. As official rationale for those 
actions, being a member of the CPUSA was declared legally equivalent 
to "seeking the overthrow of the U.S. government by force and vio- 
lence." Many U.S. citizens lost jobs, careers, homes and families as 
direct consequences of government persecution, accompanied by ide- 
ological denunciation and social ostracism. 
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While repressing the CPUSA, the enemies of the New Deal synony- 
mously equated communists with socialists, anarchists, Marxists and 
even "liberals." “Socialists” became an all-embracing denunciation. 
All those groups were said to share a common socialism committed 
to destroy democracy, freedom, the family, religion and so on. Socialism 
was charged with seeking to betray the U.S. to the USSR. Anti-social- 
ism became the conservatives' crusade. 

They defined socialism simply and reductively as a dictatorship (ex- 
emplified by Stalin) where the state owns and operates all enterprises. 
It also displaces markets and substitutes instead plans that govern the 
social distributions of both productive resources and products. People 
are thus not "free" in two particular ways. First, they cannot own and 
operate "private" enterprises. Second, they cannot individually bargain 
to set the terms of market transactions. 

Anti-socialist ideology focused on the denial of these two very par- 
ticular freedoms (attributed to the USSR inaccurately, since consider- 
able private enterprises and markets existed throughout Stalin's time). 
That ideology quickly leapt to a general equation: socialism - non- 
freedom, capitalism — freedom. Needless to say, in this ideological 
rush, differences and debates within the socialist tradition were ig- 
nored. If “truth is the first casualty in all wars," then the Cold War after 
1945 is a prime case in point. 

In fact, socialism affirms particular freedoms that capitalism denies. 
It often advocates for the freedom of workers to appropriate the surplus 
they produce, to decide the conditions of their work, to control how the 
fruits of their labor are distributed and so on. Socialism demands, for 
all, the freedom to live in societies where liberty, equality, fraternity 
and democracy are guaranteed. Many socialists demand free or so- 
cially subsidized education, transportation, housing, medical care and 
so on. They want individuals to be free to use those basic components 
of a decent life without being constrained by personal financial re- 
sources. Such freedoms require, for socialists, progressive taxes and 
other measures that preclude extreme inequality of income and wealth. 

Capitalism everywhere resisted socialist objectives. When socialists 
won reforms or changes, capitalists usually led efforts to evade, 
weaken or reverse those victories (for example, the New Deal and its 
aftermath). Those favoring capitalism opposed the ban on free enter- 
prise and free markets they attributed to socialism. 

Capitalism and socialism differ over which particular parts of society 
will enjoy which particular freedoms and be constrained in which 
particular ways. The effort to portray one society as "free" and another 
as "not free" was and is analytical nonsense no matter its ideological 
ferocity. 

Under the banners of anti-communism and anti-socialism since 
1945, conservatives undid much of the New Deal. The post-1970s’ neo- 
liberalism accelerated the process as Republicans shifted politics 
sharply to the right and pulled the Democratic Party rightward too. 
Politicians calling themselves “centrists” achieved dominance within 
the Democratic Party. Their accommodation to neoliberalism provoked 
a renewal of “progressive” Democrats. First the Occupy Wall Street 
movement and then Bernie Sanders’ 2016 and 2020 campaigns rein- 
serted socialism into the Democratic Party, as had happened in the 
later 19th and first half of the 20th centuries. 

However, today’s renewed interest in socialism across the U.S. bears 
scars from the long taboo. Caricatured simplistically for so many decades, 
socialism’s varieties—and especially its changes over the last 75 
years—remain little known and rarely discussed. Fearful for their >> 
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careers, most academics Кері away from serious, let alone positive 
engagements with socialist research and scholarship. Their students 
(including politicians and journalists) got the message, if not its Cold 
War origins and influences. Socialism remained in the U.S. mostly mar- 
ginalized and frozen in mid-20th-century caricatures. 

Those caricatures are fading now that a new generation rediscovers 
a richly diversified socialist tradition. It includes not only evolving 50- 
cialist theories of government and economics, but also theories of lit- 
erature, history, philosophy and the natural sciences. Socialists brought 
their distinctive concerns to all areas of human thought and action, just 
as non-socialists brought theirs. Socialism also includes the rich de- 
bates over (1) struggles and governments seeking to take societies 
beyond capitalism to something better, and (2) how best to ally with 
parallel struggles against social exclusions of women and minorities 
and for a green new world. Finally, socialism, especially since 1989, 
contains intense self-criticisms responding to the USSR’s implosion 
and major social changes in China and beyond. From the broad ferment 


italism—not the socialist-influenced New Deal—created that middle 
class. In 2020 the coronavirus-triggered economic crash exposed still 
another failure of U.S. capitalism. A profit-driven medical industrial 
complex failed to produce or stockpile widely known means to fight 
viral pandemics (tests, masks, ventilators, hospital beds, etc.). The U.S. 
government likewise failed to intervene in time to compensate for pri- 
vate capitalism’s failure. Losses in the economic crash since early 
March 2020 exceed by far the costs to produce and/or stockpile what 
was needed. Capitalism’s profit drive and government complicity with 
that fetish proved monumentally inefficient, a point stressed in many 
socialist critiques of capitalism. 

By 2020 capitalism’s flaws and failures had accumulated (albeit 
hidden by a debt-fueled stock market boom and a surge in poor, low- 
wage service jobs). A globally weakened system enabled the coro- 
navirus to trigger system-challenging economic declines. In that 
weakening, the 1970s were a crucial turning point. Over a century of 
rising U.S. real wages had ended then. The end followed from rapid

within the tradition, new forms of socialist theory and practice flow. 
Socialism’s renewed activity, productivity and excitement are the con- 
crete ways in which socialism returns again and again. 

Contributing to socialism’s current renewal is capitalism’s current 
decline. This should surprise no one. Socialism always was capitalism’s 
critical shadow, the product of those who understood and/or fell victim 
to its flaws and failures. As with all previous social systems, capitalism 
always had both admirers and critics. Some of the latter eventually 
combined with the system’s victims to generate socialism—a yearning 
to do better than capitalism and a conviction that that was possible. 
When capitalism's flaws and failures surged, so too did socialism. 

In the 21st century's first two decades, capitalism exhibited egre- 
gious flaws and failures. Extreme instability exploded in 2000 (dot-com 
bubble burst), 2008/9 (subprime mortgage default crisis) and 2020 
(coronavirus crisis). The first provoked recession fears, the second pro- 
voked “the Great Recession,” and the third has threatened another De- 
pression. Income and wealth inequality, already extreme, deepened 
further. The list of flaws and faults is long. 

Capitalism’s development destroyed much of the middle class cre- 
ated by New Deal reforms. That destruction undercut claims that cap- 
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automation (via computers, then robots and now А), job exports (“glob- 
alization” relocated production to China, India, Brazil, etc.) and an im- 
migration wave from Central and South America. Real wage stagnation 
prompted the U.S. working class to do the following: Individuals did 
more work (second and third jobs), households sent more members 
out to work (wives and mothers, elderly and the young), and workers 
borrowed more than ever in U.S. history. Rising mortgage, auto, credit 
card and student loans added debt anxieties to households already 
stressed by increasingly insecure jobs, overwork and stagnant wages. 
As the chances of realizing “the American Dream” shrank, many 
blamed themselves. Declining self-esteem, growing emotional isola- 
tion, desperate loneliness and depression spread. Vulnerabilities to a 
new, dangerous virus rose. 

Americans, like other people, do not blame only themselves when 
their economic situation declines. They seek escapes from such blame, 
and not only in drug and alcohol abuse (crises in the U.S.). They build 
up, often unknowingly, deep desires for a leader who will validate those 
desires to blame others. Right-wing politicians usually sense such mo- 
ments and offer targets: immigrants, foreign countries, ethnic and other 
minorities, etc. Left-wing politicians offer different targets: corpora- 


tions, the меа ћу whom they enrich and a system rigged to favor them. 

U.S. workers’ efforts to solve problems individually via more work 
and debt reached limits іп the 1990s. Exhaustion and frustration with 
the last 30 years of economic history set in. Productivity (what workers 
give employers) had kept rising while real wages (what employers give 
workers) stagnated. That caused ever-widening inequalities of income 
and wealth, but also of politics and culture. Corporate CEOs and other 
top managers bought both major party establishments (with donations, 
lobbying, media control, etc.). Those establishments then competed to 
celebrate and subsidize the globalization, automation and immigration 
that boosted the profits driving the system. 

Young Americans—a majority of them—became so upset by their 
economic situations and prospects within the capitalism they knew 
that socialism became an ever more attractive alternative. But what 
exactly was socialism, they wondered. They did not and do not know 
precisely because of the last 75 years’ anti-socialist taboo imposed 
on them. To respond to their wondering requires a brief refresher on 
what socialism now means. We conclude this essay by briefly offering 
just that. 

Socialism now offers three systemic alternatives to modern capi- 
talism. The first entails more state economic intervention (tax, spend 
and regulate) to reduce income and wealth inequalities by expanding 
social safety nets, subsidizing mass consumption, etc. Scandinavia 
and other Western European “social democracies” are models. The 
second entails much greater state economic intervention with the ad- 
dition of taking ownership and control of major sectors. That model, 
called “communist” in the past, is now exemplified by the People’s Re- 
public of China. 

A third and newly growing kind of socialism criticizes the other 

two kinds on several key grounds. First, social democratic states are 
too weak to prevent their moderate regulatory socialism from being 
undone by their private capitalist sectors. Second, in communist or 
people’s democracies, too powerful states have lacked sufficient 
democratic control from below. Third, in both social and political 
democracies, their economic bases were insufficiently changed 
from their capitalist predecessors. In both, enterprises (factories, 
offices and stores) remained top-down, hierarchical organizations. 
Tiny minorities at the top (owner, corporate board of directors, 
etc.) made all key enterprise decisions alone. Those minorities ex- 
cluded the majority—enterprise employees—from those deci- 
sions. Capitalistically organized enterprises require employees 
to live with the consequences of decisions from which employers 
exclude them. 

That undemocratic workplace organization Scandinavian so- 
cialism leaves in place. So did Chinese- and Soviet-type social- 
isms: They substituted state officials for private owners/boards of 
directors as employers. They changed who exclusively made en- 
terprise decisions, but they did not change the structure of enter- 
prise decision-making. The new, third kind of socialism sometimes 
polemically characterizes the other two kinds as state capitalisms 
because they did not transform workplaces from their prior cap- 
italist organization. 

This third kind of socialism prioritizes the democratization of 
workplaces, transforming them into what some call worker coop- 
eratives. Whether the enterprises are owned privately or publicly 
is of much less concern. What is key is that the employees of an 
enterprise are also the employer collectively and democratically: 
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Each employee gets one vote in deciding what, how and where to pro- 
duce and what to do with the output. State revenues such as taxes will 
thus depend on each employee as an individual and again on that same 
employee but as a member of a democratically run enterprise. The 
state will finally depend on the people directly without any intermedi- 
ation by a special interest minority of employers. 

This is a very revolutionary socialism that aims radically to democ- 
ratize work and thus life in ways very different from capitalism but also 
from the earlier feudal and slave systems. Where capitalism divides 
its workplaces (enterprises) into two groups (employers and employ- 
ees), so did feudalism (lords and serfs) and slavery (masters and 
slaves). All three systems assigned not only economic but also political 
and cultural dominance to one group: masters, lords, employers. The 
revolutions that accompanied transitions among them replaced one 
dualism with another. The French and American revolutions overthrew 
the lord-serf system in favor of the employer-employee system. 

The new socialism rejects any more historical dualisms: not the 
slave, nor the feudal, nor the capitalist. The former slaves, serfs and 
employees are now to become instead their own employer. Such a so- 
cialism requires and will promote a new society. In it all workers will 
have two job descriptions: a particular place in a workplace’s division 
of labor, plus an equal place in the collective employer that makes the 
basic decisions in designing and running the enterprise as a whole. 
School curricula will have to change. Democratic workplace decisions 
will drastically alter and constrain income and wealth distributions 
among members of the enterprise. Democratic workplace organiza- 
tions will foster and strengthen democratic political and cultural or- 
ganizations elsewhere in society. 

This new socialism is not subject to past criticisms of “socialism” that 
focused on the other two kinds as if they were all of socialism. The new 
socialism is thus finding it easier to attract and engage wide interest. 
It offers a vision of what work can mean that breaks decisively from 
the mindless drudgery of so many capitalist employees’ jobs. Socialism 
returns, again, but it is a new socialism for the 21st century. [

The Politics of Morality 


ne of the basic principles of our democracy is the separa- 

tion of church and state. There’s a damn good reason for 

that. Government exists to conduct affairs of state, solve 
problems and protect our rights. Government simply has no busi- 
ness telling us what religion to practice or what moral values we 
should subscribe to. 

That’s why I’m shocked and disgusted by the tone of moral 
righteousness that has taken over American politics. It’s almost 
reached the point where being born again (as are Ronald Reagan, 
Jimmy Carter and John Anderson) is considered essential to any- 
one running for President. I’m sick of hearing talk about a “return 
to decency” ог a “solution to our spiritual crisis” or a “strengthen- 
ing of the family unit.” 

I’m not saying there’s anything wrong with holding strong pri- 
vate religious convictions. And I’m certainly for decency, spiritual 
health and family life. But these are moral matters that should be 
settled in the conscience of individuals. They have no place in the 
political arena. 

Our Founding Fathers knew what they were doing when they 
established the separation of church and state in the Constitution. 
They were aware there would be no freedom of religion—or free- 
dom from religion—if the dogma of any one faith were imposed as 
official government policy. 

Unless religion is kept completely out of government, we are 
faced with the danger of one religion gaining power and forcing 
everyone to abide by its set of moral principles. That’s exactly what 
happened in Iran, where the Ayatollah Khomeini’s cruel repression 
is now the law of the land. Where would we be if the Catholic 
Church, for example, controlled our laws and forced all of us—not 
just Catholics—to accept its policies on abortion, contraception 
and extramarital sex? 

Jimmy Carter pulled a spiritual con job on us in 1976. Instead 
of talking about the issues, he snowed the people with propaganda 
about what a decent, moral Christian he was. We heard more about 
Carter’s being born again than we heard about his stands on the is- 
sues, as if his having God on his side was going to solve our prob- 
lems. “I will never lie to you,” he kept repeating—and that was the 
biggest lie he ever told. 

This year John Anderson presented himself as an alternative to 
the dismal choice that the Republicans and Democrats were offer- 
ing. But this is the same John Anderson who once sponsored a 
Constitutional amendment that would have given formal recogni- 


tion to “the authority and laws of Jesus Christ, Savior and Ruler 
of Nations.” Didn’t he know that America was built on religious 
tolerance? Did he intend to disenfranchise the 3% of our popula- 
tion that’s Jewish? Or the other 25% that’s non-Christian? I shud- 
der to think what would have happened to our country if this 
stupid idea had been successful. 

Nowhere has this dangerous mix of religion and politics been so 
evident as at the Republican National Convention this summer. 
The convention hall was infested with fundamentalist, evangelical 
right-wingers who see Ronald Reagan as a candidate who can take 
their campaign for repression straight into the White House. Make 
no mistake about it—these people represent a powerful political 
force that has already influenced Republican policies and Ronald 
Reagan himself. 

The Reverend Jerry Falwell’s Moral Majority was well-repre- 
sented at the Republican convention. That group, along with 
“Christians for Reagan,” helped sway Reagan to come out against 
the Equal Rights Amendment. As far as I’m concerned, these cru- 
saders for decency are moral Fascists. When they talk about saving 
the family from the evils of spiritual decadence, what they really 
mean to do is impose their repressive mentality on the rest of us. 
In the name of the “family” these people would take away the hard- 
earned rights of women and homosexuals, as well as the sexual 
rights of all of us.

But I will ask Congress to 
pass a law wherein he (or she) can be fired by the President at any time, 
and his (or her) replacement will not require Senate confirmation. The 
U.S. should be run like a business, and this is the way vice-presidents 
are handled in the corporate world. I will propose legislation requiring 
that all Supreme Court justices be elected to two-year terms by the 
voters; if they insist on legislating as they do today, then let them be 
accountable to the American people. My ultimate goal is to place the 
power where it belongs—in the hands of the people of this nation. 

To eliminate fraudulent elections, as Chief Executive Officer I will 
mobilize the National Guard for the purpose of supervising voting 
booths and ballot tabulations. I will ask Congress for legislation exempt- 
ing all U.S. servicemen from paying taxes; their paychecks are a pit- 
tance as it is. 

I will create legislation declaring all Indian reservations independent 
and sovereign nations. I will seek total, absolute and complete reforms 
in the areas of health, education and welfare. Teachers—kindergarten 
through college—will earn at least $30,000 per year.
